WINSTON CHURCHILL HOIST 
WITH HIS OWN PHONOGRAPK 


Records of Present Protectionist’s 
Free Trade Speeches to Be 
Used in Campaign. 

LONDON, Nov. 10.-—-The voice 
of Winston Churchill, now one cf 
the most prominent members of 
Premier Baldwin’s Conservative 
Cabinet will be heard from Liberal 
platforms in all parts of the coun- 
try in the coming pé6litical cam- 
yaign, says the Evening Star, Lib- 
eral newspaper, today, but there is 
a catch in it. 

“The Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer will devote himself in par- 
ticular to free trade with inevita- 
ble repercussions on the Govern- 
ment’s policy of protection dis- 
guised as ‘safeguarding,’”’ the Star 
says.

NEW YORK, Nov. 10. — The 
plunder of a dozen of the boldest 
of New York City's extortionists is 
said to be reposing in the safe de- 
posit vaults of Arnold Rothstein, 
murdered gambler. 

As this information came today 
from a man who for years was 
Rothstein’s closest counsellor, the 
family of the gambler, the people 
whom he benefited in his will, split 
sharply into two camps and pre- 
pared to battle for his assets, the 
greater part of which, it was 
learned, consists of the contents of

Island robberies in recent months. 

What lies in sthese vaults, this 
authority thinks, may constitute all 
that remains of the once vast fer- 
tune of Rothstein. In the will that 
was filed at the Surrogate’s office 
—itself an amazing document— 
the gambler bequeathed one-third 
of his estate to his wife, Caroline: 
one-sixth to a former chorus girl, 
Inez Norton; on®-sixth to Assem- 
blyman Maurice Cantor, his attor- 
ney, and various bequests to his 
brothers, Jack and Edgar, and his 
business associates, 

Heirs at Loggerheads. 

And while lines were thus drawn 
in the fight for the control of the 
assets the family turned en masse 
against Attorney Cantor, the Nor- 
ton gifl and even against the, wife. 

It was the manner in which Can- 
tor handled the will that has en- 
gendered antagonism and it was 
learned, through independent in- 
vestigation, that these facts fol- 
lowed one upon the other: 

Five months ago, Rothstein drew 
up his first will, allocating one- 
half his estate and chattels to his 
wife, with whom he had lived 
nearly 20 years. He never signed 
it. 

In October, a new will was 
drawn. It mentioned for the first 
time Inez Norton, who, last July, 
obtained a divorce from § Niles 
Reiser, and who was then living 
at the Fairfield Hotel, Rothstein's 


own hotel, No. 20 West Seventy- 
second street. Rothstein had not 
signed it. 


Signed Will on Deathbed. 

Last Sunday night Rothstein 
was shot. Monday afternoon, the 
following day, Maurice Cantor, 
the attorney, went to the Poly- 
clinic Hospital, the will in his brief 
case. At that time physicians 
were considering an voperaton to 
remove the bullet from Rothstein’s 
groin—a dangerous operation. The 
gambler weakly bade them defer 
it until he had signed his will. 

Cantor, the attorney, to whom 
Rothstein bequeathed one-fifth 
of his estate, folded the gambler’s 
fingers bout his fountain fien and 
placed it against the dotted line 
on ‘the last page c‘* the 10-page 
document. With the lawyer's help 
Rothstein made an “X,” his mark. 

Basis of Contest. 

While I, Ginsburg, of No. 35 
Wall street, attorney, representin; 
the dead gambler’s brother, de- 
clined to comment upon his plans, 
it was learned that the fight of 
the Rothstein family, unless a set- 
tlement out of court is reached, 
will be double-edged. Primarily 
the will will be challenged on the 
ground that Arnold Rothstein was 
not aware of what he signed. In 
this phase the fight will be leveled 
against Attorney Cantor and Miss 
Norton. Secondly, there is now 
under consideration an effort to 
block the payment of any part of 
the estate to Mrs. Rothstein. One 
of the family; it was learned, was 
attempting to check up the date 
of their marriage. It uas been 
supposed that it took place in Sar- 
atoga 20 years ago. Significantly 
Ginsburg has been retained to rep- 
resent all members of the family 


' except Mrs. Rothstein. 


Provisions of Testament. 

There are 12 articles in the will, 
which was drawn up in October 
but never signed, until Rothstein 
lay dying. It gives to each of his 
brothers, Edgar and Jack $59,000 
and to his personal attendant, 
Thomas Farley, $15,000. One- 
third of the residue is bequeathed 
to the trustees, who are directed 
to invest and manage {ft and pay 
the net income to the widow, Caro- 
line Rothstein during her life and 
at her death to devote the income

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CITIZENS OF TOWN 
MADE SPEECHLESS 
BY WINE PLAN SUIT 


'People of French Village Are 
Finding Voices Again After 
Strange Paralysis. 


By the Associated Press. 

ORADOUR - SUR - VAYRES, 
France, Nov. 10.—This little “city 
of silence” is finding its voice and 
nearly every one of its 478 inhabit- 
ants is likely to appear in court in 
a lawsuit. Palsied tongues are 
wagging again, voicing indignation 
at the strange poison epidemic 
that it once was feared would still 
the populace forever. 

The epidemic first made its ap- 
pearance in August, when a mal- 
ady which could not be diagnosed 
affected tongues, first of a few, 
then of many, until a deathly hush 
settled on the town,.. Doctors from 
nearby Limoges had patients in 
nearly every house in some of the 
streets. 

Scientific investigators with 
test tubes and retorts solved part 
of the mystery when they made 
an analysis of the bread, water 
and wine. They found the wine 
contained arsenic. It had been 
purchased from a merchant in the 
town, and the poison had paralyzed 
the tongues of the villagers and 


caused severe fevers, which the 
doctors had not been able to 
abate. 

How the drug got into the wine 
barrels is still undisclosed, al- 
though an examining magistrate 


traced the supply to a Carcassonne 
wholesaler and to four vineyards 
where the wine had been made. 
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KILLS SWEETHEART AND SELF 
BY CRASHING HIS PLANE 


Jugo-Slav Pilot Commits First 
Murder and Suicide of Aviation 
History.

BERLIN, Nov. 10.—Sergeant 
Major Firowica of the Jugo-Slav 
air corps, Known as a reckless 
pilot, had been heard recently .o 
declare that he wanted to die and 
that he preferred to die in the 
air. He also was known to have 
been troubled over a love affair 
with a young student from the 
Commercial Academy at Neusautz. 

Firowica took up a  double- 
seater biplane at Belgrade when 
his commandant was absent. With 
him was his sweetheart. The air- 
plane was seen to make several 
loops, when suddenly it turned 
earthwaru and without pause in 
its velocity crashed through the 
roof of a hous. and richocheted 
to the sidewalk.

TWO SLAIN IN PISTOL FIGHT

men were shot to death and a third 
was seriously wounded in a raid on 
an alleged blind pig early tonight.

Rich's 
son, Louis, 19, said by police to 
have been a bartender in his fa- 
ther’s place, was dangerously 
wondeded.

Wells said that the elder Rich, 
recognizing Johnston after the lat- 
ter had purchased liquor from tie 
son, whipped out a revolver and 
shot the officer three times.

Wells, who had been standing 
near the door, then shot and killed 
Hansell Rich, according to his 
story, and shot the son in the chest 
as the latter, carrying a revolver, 
attempted to run into a rear room.

She is charged in a warrant with 
second-degree murder, the punish- 
ment for which, upon conviction, 
is 10 years to life in prison. 

The “other woman,” Rose Jok- 
erst, 21-year-old model and night 
club entertainer, known as “Rose 
of the Night Club,” in whose apart- 
ment at Guild Hall, 4907 West 
Pine boulevard, Matlock was slain 
Tuesaday afternoon, did not go to 
St. James because she knew she 
wasn't wanted. Matlock’s relatives 
had given her stony stares when 
she visited an Easton avenue un- 
dertaking establishment Friday to 
view his body. 

His Father Forgives Her. 

Funeral services were held in 
the St. James Christian Church 
with interment in the Masonic 
Cemetery. The casket was banked 
with flowers including the widow's 
wreath inscribed: “My Darling 
Husband.” Miss Jokerst’s heart- 
shaped wreath which read: “Al- 
ways, Rosie’ was conspicuously 
absent. 

Patrolman Andrew Matlock, fa- 
ther of “Good Time Charley,” con- 
soled the widow and freely forgave 
her. 

“IT have nothing against her,” the 
policeman told a friend. “It was 
not her doing, but my son’s doing. 
I feel sorry that she took my son's 
life, but she is a good woman. 
What happened was my son’s fault. 

“I knew he ran around with 
other women, but that sort of life 
was not original with him. There 
must be 10,000 other married men 


in St. Louis doing the same, I’m a 
police officer and I ought to 
know.” 


Following the funeral services, 
Mrs. Matlock and her father-in- 
law started back to St. Louis. With 
Matlock they lived in a 14-room 
bungalow at the southwest corner 
of Grand boulevard and Chippewa 
street. Following the collapse of 
Consolidated Motors, Inc., of which 
“Good Time Charley” was presi- 
dent, Mrs. Matlock took in room- 
ers to make ends meet. 

Careers of Principals. 

Matlock was in_ succession a 
country boy, a city yout, a Wonld 
War soldier, a saloonkeeper and 
bootlegger, a still operator, an au- 
tomobile salesman ard ££ finally 
head of an automobile agency, fi- 
nanced, according to his third wife, 
through a $27,000 gift froma 
wealthy woman admirer. 

Mrs. Helen Matlock was a man- 
icure at the Rex barber shop, 205 
North Seventh street, when he 
courted her while having his nails 
pared, and before that she was 
manicure'‘at the Union Station bar- 
ber shop for three years. 

Miss Jokerst—‘'Rose of the Night 
Club’’—was, according to her own 
statements and those of friends— 
reared in an orphanage, although 
her parents were living; married at 
the age of 16 to a chauffeur who 
worked for a printing company in 
whose bindery she was employed, 
then elevator operator at the Cen- 
tury Building, and, finally, featured 
as a singing entertainer at “The 
Tent,” a Washington avenue night 
club at a salary. so she says, of 
$125 a week. It was at “The 
Tent” that “Good-Time Charley’’ 
first cast his roving eye on her. 

Matlock’s Marriages. 

Matlock married early and ofteo 
—but not always. His first mar- 
riage, it is recalled, was in 1911 to 
a Marie Kinney. They lived togeth- 
er about four months. She di- 
vorced him and has remarried. He 
took his second wife in July, 1911, 
at Carlinville, Ill., and she put up 
with his capers until Jan. 2, 1924, 
when she divorced him and got 
custody of their son and an allow- 
ance for the child’s support which 
was not always paid She testified

T. P. Convey Says Broadcasting 
Will Continue on Original 
Length, Pending Appeal. 


Radio Station KWK, of the Hotel 
Chase, whoee time on the air was 
cut in half at 3 a. m. today by 
new allocations of the Federal Ra- 
dio Commission, will ignore the 
prescribed 222 meters wave-length 
it was to share with Station WIL 
of the Melbourne Hotel and will 
continue on its old wave-length of 
234 meters, though with reduced 
power, Thomas Patrick Convey, 
KWK director, said last night. 

Convey said that he did not wish 
to defy the Federal Radio Com- 
mission, but that his attorney and 
Congressman L. C. Dyer had ad- 
vised him that he would be with- 
in his rights if he continued to 
broadcast on the old wave-length, 
pending the Commission's decision 
on his appeal from the ruling that 
was to go into effect last night, on 
KWK, and did go into effect on 
Station WIL. 

A dispatch from Washington yes- 
terday stated that the Commission 
would not pass on Convey’s appeal 
until next week. 

Convey said that a conference 
late last night on sharing time 
with Station WIL had proved a 
failure. 

“After vainly making eacrifices, 
we offered WIL 7 hours out of 16 
on week days and 7 out of 13 
hours on Sundays,” Convey said.

The fiery tide, at some points 
more than 30 feet high at its 
crest, has swept over the railway 
bridge 4t Mascali and is destroy- 
ing the neighboring village ef 
Nunziata. 

With Catania cut off from Mes- 
sina, steamship service between 
the two places was begun, four 
ships making four trips daily. In 
addition a roundabout rail service 
was put into operation tonight 
Weather Too Bad for 


Volcanological Institute tonight 
said that the San Giovann!-Campo 
Bello road had been made impas- 
sable by the advancing lava from 
Mt. Etna. The lava stream which 
has partly destroyed the village 
of Nunziata played a trick today 
when a small torrent broke off and 
ran rapidly along the southern 
flank before joining the central 
stream again. 

Bad weather conditions  pre- 
vented observation flights over the 
crater today. f 

Prof. G. Ponte, director of the 
Etna Volcanological Institute, who 
has been making airplane recon- 
naissances over the volcano which 
burst into violent eruptions last 
Friday, estimated today that the 
lava was flowing toward the sea 
along a valley with a speed of 17 
feet an hour. 

Lava Stream Gains Fresh Impetus. 

A new boiling over last night 
gave fresh impetus to a branch of 
the lava flowing north of the cen- 
tral stream which has been mak- 
ing its way toward the first rail-e 
way post north of Mascali, a town 
of 7000 population, which has 
been completely ruined. 

Carrabba, a town of 8000 popu- 
lation, was cleared of its inhabi- 
tants today, and factories and mills 
in the region were dismantied to 
save the machinery. 

Although previous reports have 
stated that at least five persons 
lost their lives in Mascall, no con- 
firmation of this has béen 
ceived. The Nunziata correspo 
ent of Lavoro d'Italia stated that 
thus far there had been no lives 
lost and no list of dead has been 
published in Rome. 

The destruction of some of the 
richest land tn Sicily with its con- 
sequent suffering, particularly to 
ola people who had succeeded in 
establishing themselves hoping to 
end their days peacefully, is caus- 
ing much grief. It is felt, however, 
that the economic lLfe of the 
great southern island will not be 
disturbed for long despite the cut- 
ting of an important railway line 
by the flow. 


Plunderers Captured. 

Great praise is siven the 
soldiers and military im the dis- 
trict, most of whom have slept 
hardly at all during the last five 
days. Many who have been work- 
ing close to the scorching, seeth- 
ing lava have had to sleep when 
they could by the roadside along 
with the fleeing peasants. A cer- 
tain stoicism has been maintained 
among the inhabitants despite 
their disastrous losses 

Several small bands of plun- 
derers have been arrested looting 
houses abandoned on the approach 
of the lava stream.’ 

Many of the thousands of home- 
less in the region are returned ja-

before, and the tolls hinder and embarrass 
condition. 

In walking through a wood, have’ you ever 
in a freakish moment scattered an ant heap 
with a vicious blow from your walking stick? 
An ingenious if somewhat flimsy structure 
which has taken an infinitude of toil and 


skill for these clever little creatures to con- 


struct is smashed and scattered, and the mis- 
chief seems quite irreparable. Panic, confu- 
sion and despair seem to possess the strick- 
en community, and they rush about hither 
and thither in aimless excitement. But if,

Rebuilding After the War 
Like Repairing of Ant Hill. 


That is a fair picture of the last 10 years 
of the restoration in the war-shattered human 
ant hill. Not that the Nations have yet com- 
pletely rebuilt and refurnished the devastated 
structure. Judged by percentages, interna- 
tional trade is perhaps a little higher than it 
was when the first shell crashed on its roof 
in 1914, but the population is greaier and the 
burdens heavier. Had there been no World 
War, the trade of the world would not have 
stood today at 105 per cent.of the 1913 fig- 
ure but at 130 at the very least and prob- 
ably at 150. But the very fact that it has 
recaptured the pre-war position is in itself 
something at which we can marvel and re- 
joice. It will take many more years before 
the devastated Nations get quite over their 
wounds even in commerce. 

Britain is supposed to have overcome the 
effect of the Napoleonic wars by 1830, 1. e., 
15 years after they ended. Would it be too 
much to say that the damage of the last war 
will take 20 years to repair? 

Apart from Russia—which is a special 
case—the countries that have suffered most 
from the war are naturally those whose pros- 
rerity depended most on their international 
trade—Great Britain and Germapy. Two- 
fifths of the business of Britain before the 
war was made up of exports of manufac- 
tured goods and coal and of its vast business 
as a sea-carrier for the world. Nw country 
was—or is—as dependent on its overseas 
trade as Great Britain. It is a matter for 
boasting and not for despair that it has al- 
ready recovered just four-fifths of that enor- 
mous international business. The large un- 
employment roll proves that. Britain has 
still a long way to go ere she stands where 
it did in this respect in August, 1914. But 
progress although slow is steady, and the 
Nation can still claim to be the largest in-

Many other Eu- 
ropean countries have much to thank Ameri- 
can finance for in the way of stimulus and 
assistance at the critical moment. Europe is 
crowded with a hard working, frugal and 
highly {ntelligent population. But the war 
burned up its eapital and left its banks with 
more cinders than cash. America has dohe 
much to supply the deficiency and European 
industry is doing the rest. 


Huge War Debts of Several 


European Nations Wiped Out. 

There is one factor in the post-war develop- 
ment of Europe the effect of which will be- 
come more apparent in years to come—the al- 
most entire obliteration of the huge debts in- 
curred during the war. The German and 
Russian debts have been wiped out and so 
Las the Austrian. Four-fifths of the French 
debt has disappeared and three~—fourths of 
the Italian. Europe owes that much of re- 
lief from the burdens that otherwise would 
have weighed down its energies to the cur- 
rency inflation which followed the war. 

The British Empire and America are alone 
in strapping their huge debts more tightly to 


their shoulders. Germany still has to carry 


a heavy burden of reparations, and France 
and Italy have a substantial pack of Ameri- 
can debt which. they have most reluctantly 
agreed to carry, but even that is not equal in 
weight to the prewar debts, public and p 


vate, which they have succeeded in throwing 


off by their considered depreciation of the . 


value of their currency. Whatever the ef- 
fect may be on their credit, it is all to the 
good that the Nations have successfully ex- 
tricated themselves from the quicksands of 
deflation and are now standing on the firm 
ground of stabilization.

What Good Came From War. 

Is mankind as a whole better or worse off 
for the war? It is early yet to answer that 
question with confidence. If the League of 
Nations succeeds in establishing its author- 
ity as a final court of appeal in all interna- 
tional disputes and the Nations, great and 
small, trust to defense of their interests and 
honor to the justice of fits decisions and not 
to force, then humanity will have gained 
something which is worth all the blood 
spilled and the treasure squandered

Little by little the Republican party invades the 
traditional territory of the Democrats.

The experiment of using immigrant British miners as harvest hands in the Canadian 
wheat fields has served to focus attention on the immigration problems of the 
Dominion; while the fixed policy of Canada is to welcome only agricultural 


laborers, immigrants from the Continent of Europe are better suited to such work 


than Englishmen.

-r HE mevement to Canada of 
British miners to assist 
the wheat crop of Westérn Canada has 
served at least one good purpose in that 
it has foeused the attention of the pwhbiic. 
both in the United Kingdom and Canada, 
upon problem ef tnmigration, Thre 
miner-harvester movement ts yet im the ex- 
perimental stage, and it-will not be possibie 
to pronounce upon its success er failure for 
several months. 

Before the war immigration to Caznads 
exceeded 200,000 persons annually, and 
more than 59 per cent were from the United 
Kingdom. Furthermore, there was a larg: 
inflow of settlers, mestiy Anglo-Saxons, 
from the United States. The ratio of Con- 
tinental Europeans and Asiatics to the An- 
gio-Saxon was about one to three. How- 
ever, in the post-war years immugration 
has never exceeded 59,000 per annum, and 
the inflow from the United States has been 
negligible; B immigration has dwin- 
died from or more to 40,000 oF 
less: and the Continental immigration has 
inereased rather than diminished in com- 
parison with the pre-war years. his is 
difficult to understand. particulariy whec 
it is realized that many classes of Bmtisn 
settlers come out on the assisted passage 
rate of $15 while the Continentals pay the 
full fare of $85.

There are both gooi 
and bad farmers in Canada, and it fre- 
quently happened that when the harvesters 
reached their destination they did not re- 
ceive a very cordial welcome and were not 
housed as they ought to have been. In 
such cases the plight of the harvester was 
indeed. He might be hundreds of 
miles from Winnipeg, friendless and alone. 
If he declined to work he must take his 
chances of getting another job, or walk 
across the countryside to Winnipeg. seek- 
ing his fortune. A few of the harvesters 
met with the very worst of treatment, 
and one or two walked more than 39@ miles 
en foot, from the place to which they nad 
been sent back again to Winniperc. Others 
found the housing good and the food pien- 
tiful, but the work too strenuous However 
accustomed to hard work ther might have 
been at home, they had just completed a 
long trip. which must have softened their 
muscies. To be put to work at preak oO! 
day and to work steadily until dark, an‘ 
sometimes later. was too great a physica! 
strain for many. They collapsed or aske<é 
for relief In these circumstances, they 
met with various fortunes. in some cases 
the farmers allowed them to harden their 
bodies gradually; in others the farmers de- 
clared that they were paying for full-time 
work and if the man could net measure 
up he must accept less pay: in still others 
the men were dismissed as unsuitabit. 
Obviously there were endless sources of 
treuble and hardship. and the wonder & 
that a very large proportion of the 5°09 
did not prove unfit. As a matter of fact 
there were teas than 500° misfits, and these 
were returned te the United Kingdom as 
quickly as possibile.

A question mark following 
the station name, however, indicates that interference may ruin re- 
ception. -Where no station names are printed there is reason to 


| expect only jumbled noises. 


It should be understood that a listener 100 miles outside of 
St. Louis may find a wholly different set-up, except for stations on 
cleared channels. 


Location will determine, to a great extent, how many of these 
Stations will be blotted out seven nights a week by KMOX and 
how many more will be covered by KFWF, St. Louis, whenever it 
is on the air. KFWEF is likely to affect more listeners than in the 
past because it has been raised from the bottom of the dials to a 
position near that hitherto held by WIL. 


Listeners will be aided in re-logging their sets by remembering 
that certain stations hold their old positions on the dial—for exam- 
ple KSD, KFI, WMAQ, WLW.
